purſucd the inquitic after rhe /ewi/ Lirnrgie {o farre, that 
he thought hee had found it ; and one there was which 
he ſent to ({ambridge robe rranflated : burthere it was 
{oone diſcovered, to have. beene made long after the 
ſewes ccaſc ro berhe Church of God ; arid fo hunſelfe 
ſuppreſt it, that it never ſaw the light under a cranfla- 
tion. 

We wondet therefore, what this Remonſtrant meant

Cnr 15 T1 4 x ({tandin oppoſition: ſomtimes jhey tell 
men, their Liturgie is wholly taken out of the Roman 
Miſſal!, onely with ſomelittle ajteration : and here they 
would perſwade your Honours there is nothing Reman in

But it is wholy ſclefed out of pure Ancient Pſodelle, 
asthe Quinteſſence of them all. Whereas alas the originall 
of it is publiſhed to the world, in that Proclamation ot 
Eaward the Sixt.

irſt, becauſe it ſymbolizeth ſo much with the Popiſh 
Maſle, as that the Pope himſelfe was willing to have it u- 
ſed, it he might but confirme it. 

It was made and compolſcd into this frame,on purpoſe 
to bring the Papiſtsro our Churches,which wefind to be 
with fo little ſuicceſle, as that it hath rather brought ma- 
ny of us tothem, then any of them to us, and hath loſt 
many of ours from us. os.

cauſe it is ſo much I[dolized, as that it is accounted 
the onely worſhip of God in England, and is now made 
the upholder of a non-preaching Miniſtery, and is cryed 
up to that height, as that ſome are not aſhamed to ſay, 
that the wit ot men and Angels cannot mend it : and thar 
it 1s a ſufficient diſcharge of the Miniſters dutic to rcade 
this Booke, | 

There arc ſuch multitudes of people, that diſtaſte this 
booke, thar unleſſe it bealrered, there is no hope of any 
_— agreement berweene Gods Miniſters and their 
people. 

There is (uch a vaſt difference betyweene it, and the L1- 
rurgies 
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rurgies of all other reformed Churches, as that'1t Keepes 
_ — a diſtarice from us, and us from full Communion 
with them.

1s part of the Miniſtcriall office, as well as preaching. And 
if itcan be thought no lefle then ſacriledge, to rob the 
people of the Mmiſters gitt in preaching, and totic them 
to Homilics, it can be nolefle, ro deprive them of their 
oift jn prayer. f 

The ground of the firſt binding of it upon all to uſe, 
was not to tie godly men from excrciling their gift in 
prayer; bur the old popiſh Prieſts, that by a ſeeming re- 
rurne to out Religion, did through indulgence retaine 
cheir places; from returning to the old Maſle. 

Thar which makes many refuſe to, be preſent at our 
Church ſervice, 1s not onely the Liturgie it ſeltc, but the 
impoſing of it upon Miniſters. And we finde no way to 
recover our peopke to a ſtinted prayer, but by lcaving it 
free to ule or not ro uſe. 

If it be objefted, that this will breed divifions and di- 
ſturbances m Churches, unleſle there be a unitormine, 
and that there are many unable.

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Why ſhould the free lihertie of uſing or not uſing a 
Liturgie, breed more:confuſion than whe free libertie of

It there be a care taken in thoſe that have the power to 
make Miniſters, to chooſe men gilted as well tor prayer 
as preaching, there cannor be conceived how any incon- 
venicnce ſhould follow. Or it afterwards it ſhould ap- 
peare, that any Miruſter ſhould prove inſufficient to diſ- 
charge the duric of praycr in a conceived way, it may be 
impoſed on him as a puniſhment, to uſe ſer formes and 
no other. But why any Miniſter that hath the gift of

Shall the Lamp at Nature in the night of Erhnicifme 
inable Heathen Princes, ( yea Perſecurours') to ſee-and 
enact thus much, and ſhall not the glorious Sunne of the 
Goſpcll,convince theſe of their iniquines in tranſgreffing 
this Law, chat call them(ſclives the Fathers of the Church ? 

Itneither the /ight of Narwre, nor Goſpel light can, yet 
the Cnſtome of the Church, tro which they fo oft aps» 
pcale, may both convince them of this 1iniquitic, and diſ- 
cover to all the world the contrarictie of their proceeds 
ings, to the procecdings of tormer times in this partt» 
cu/ar.

he muſt take his Oathto anſwer, before he knowe s what hrs 
accuſation ts, Which Oath, if he takes, without further 
witneſſe he 1s cenſured upon the witneſſe of his owne Oath, 
It he takes it not, he is ſent preſently to priſon, there to 
lie without Bayle or Mainprize , till the inſupportable 
miſeries of his long durance, compell him totake an Oarh

Both theſe Hiſtorians relate the ſad conſequence that 
followed upon thus, that Oreſtes the Roman G overnour (Cc- 
ing his power much weakened by the Biſhops 1nterpoſing 
in ſecular affaires, hated the Biſ>op z and this (as the H1- 
ſtoriancalls it ) his uſurped power. 

T his preſident of the Alexandrian Biſhop, the Biſhop 
of Rome did ſoone follow 3 &t Romanu Epiſcopatus non 
aliter quam Alcxandrinus, quaſs EXTRA SACE R- 
DOTII FINES egreſſus ad ſecularem principatum 
erat jam delapſuns ;, The Biſhop of Rome as well as the Bi- 
ſhop of Alexandria breaking the limits of the Prieſtly 
funftion, did degenerate into a ſecular Principalitie : 
—_ purchaſed no leſſe envy to him then that to the 
other. 

And though theſe two Biſhops went at firſt abreaſt in 
this point , yer 1n a ſhort time the Romas had outſtripped 
the Alexandrian in that power , till the Church degene- 
rating more and more, that Roman Prief#t advanced his

but alſo in this very booke of the Revelation, to expreſle 
a company unJer one ſingular perſon, Thus the Ciyill 
ſtate ot Romezas oppoſite to Chriſt.1s called, A Beaſt with 
ren hornes : and the Ecclefiaſticall ſtare Antichriſtian is 
called The whore of Babylon, and, The falſe Prophet : and 
the devill and all his family is called 4» 9/d red Dragon, 
Thus alſo the ſeven Angels that blew the ſeven Trum- 
pets, Revel. 8, 2, And the ſeyen Angels that ___ out 
the ſeven Vialls, are not literally to be raken, but Synec- 
dochically, as all know. And why notthen the ſeven An- 
gels in thoſe Epiſtles Maſter Adcede in his Commentaries 
upon the Revelation, pag, 265, hath theſe words ; Denigne 
(wt jam ſemel iterumq; monuimns )quoniam Dems adhibet An- 
gelos providentie (ue in rerum humanarum motibus & con. 
ver fionibus ciendss, gubernandiſque adminiſtros : ideirco y que 
mmultorum manibus peragunrirs eAngelo tamen tanguanm ret 
gerende prefidg © Ducy pro communi loquends modo tri- 
burntar. 

Adde, thirdly, that the very name Ange! is ſufficient 
to prove;that it is not meantot one perſon alone, becauſe 
the word Ange! doth not impott any peculiar juriſdifi- 
on or prcheminence, but is acommon name to all Mini- 
ſters, and is ſo uſed in Scripture. For all Miniſters are 
Gods Meſſengers and Embaſſadours, ſent for the good 
of the Ele. And therefore the name being common to 
all Miniſters, why ſhould we thinke that there ſhould be 
88 ay 
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any thing fpoken to one Miniſter, that doth not belo 
to all > The like argument wee draw from the wor 
Starres, uſed Revel. 1, 20; The ſeven Starres are the Au- 
gels of the ſeven Churches. Now it 1s evident, that all faith- 
tull Miniſtcrs are called Starres in Scripture, whoſe dutie 
is to ſhine as lights unto the Churches, in all puritie of 
dofrine and holinefle of converſation. And inthis ſence, 
the word 1s uſed, when 1t 13 ſaid, thatthe third part of the 
ſtarres Were darkened, Revel. 8. 12, and that the Dragons 
taile drew the third part of the ſtarres of heaven, and caſt them 
ro theearth, Revel. 12. 44 Which is meant not onely of 
Biſhops, but of other Miniſters, unlefſe the Biſhops will 
) 5 ogy all corrupticn and Apoſtacy unto them- 

elvcs. 

Adde, fourthly, out ofthe Text it (elfe, It is very ob- 
{crvablc,.that our Saviour in opening the myſtery of the 
Viſton, Revel. 1, 20. ſaith ; The ſeven Candleſtickes which 
thou ſaweit, are the ſeven Churches; but he doth not ſay, 
The ſeven (tarres arc the (even Angels of the ſame Chur- 
chcs, But the Angels of the ſeven ( harches; wherein not 
without ſome myltery the number of the Angels is 0- 
mitted , leaſt we ſhouid underſtand by Angel, one Mini- 
{ter alone, and not a company. And yet. the (eprenary 
nunber of Churches is twice {et downe. . 

- Laſtly, Though but.one Angel be mentioned- in the 
foretront, yct it is evident, that the Epiſtles themſelves 
are dedicated to ali the Angels and Miniſters in every 
Church, and to the Churches themſelves. And it to the 

' whole Church , much more to the Presbyrers of thar 
Church, T his 1s proved Revel. x. 11. What thox ſeeſt write 
3 4 Booke, and ſendit to the ſeven Churches which arein Aſia, 
And alſo by the Epiphonema of every Epiſtle 3 He rhe 
hath an eare to heare, let him heare What the Spirit ſaith to the 
Churches. Ulpon-which words, Ambroſins Ausbertns in his 
{econd booke upon the Revelation, {aith.thus ; Una ea- 
aemque locutione & Angelos & Eccleſias unum eſſe deſignat, 
Nam cum in principio locutionum que ad ſeptem fiunt Angelos 
aicat, & Angelo illixs Eccleſia ſcribe; in fine tamen earundem 
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#92 dicit, qui habet aurem andiat quod ſpiritus dicat Angels, ; 
fed qui4 Eccleſia dicat, By one and the ſame phraſe of 
ſpeech he ſheweth, the Angels and the Churches'to be 
one and the ſame, For whereas m the beginning of his 
ſpeech, which he makes tothe ſeven Churches, he ſaith ; 
, And write to the Angel of the (/hnrch , yet in the cloſe of 
the ſame, he doth not ſay, He that hath an care, let him 
heare what the Spirit ſaith to the Angel, but what he ſaith 
to the Church, And this is turther proved by the whole 
argument of thoſe Epiſtles, wherein the admonitions, 
threatnings, commendations, and reprootes, are direfted 
to all the Xniſters of all the Churches ; Revel, 2, 10, The 
devill ſhall caſt ſome of you into priſon, &c, Rev.2. 16, [will 
fight againſt them with the ſword of my month,Rev.2.24.1 will 
put = you no other burden, &c, 1 ſay unto you and the yet 
of T hyatira, as many as have not this doftrine, and which have 
not knowne the trols of Satan, &c, Andwhen it is ſaid in 
the ſingular Number ( as it is often ) 1 kxow thy works and 
thy laboxr, &c. yerſ, 2.and ver. 4, Kepent and doe thy firſt 
works ; and verſ. 1 3. Thou haFft not denied my faith, ec, 
and cap. 3. 26. Becauſe thou art neither hot noy cold, &c, 
All theſe and the like places, are not ro beunderſtood as 
meant of one individuall perſon, bur of the whole com-, 
pany of Miniſters, and alſo of the whole Church, becauſe 
that the puniſhment threatned, is to the whole Church ; 
Revel, 2.5, Repene and doe thy firft works, or elſe I will come 
unto thee quickly, and remove thy (andleſticke out of his place ; 
Rey. 2. 16, Repent oy elſe I'will come unto thee quickly, 
will fight againſt them with the ſword of my mouth ;, Revel. 2. 
24, 1 Will not put #por you any other _ Now we have 
nowatrant in the Word to thinke that Chriſt would re» 
move his Goſpell from a Church for the finne of one Bi-- 
ſhop , when all the other Miniſters and the Churches 
themſelves are free from thoſe ſinnes. And if God ſhould 
take this courſe, in what wofull and miſerable condition 
ſhould the Church of England be, which groancth under : 
ſo many corrupt Prelates > By all this it appeares, that 
the word eLngel, is not to be taken israss, buy oonriende, 
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not rly but &guratively, And thisis the judgement 
of Maſter Perkins —_ the ſecond Chapter of the Reve-= 
lation ; and of Maſter Brightman ; and of Doftor Fulke, 
who 1n anſwer to the R hemiſts in Apoc. x. 20. hath theſe 
words ; S. oh» by the Angels of the Churches meaneth 
not all,that ſhould weare ontheir heads myters, and hold 
croſicr ſtaves in their hands, like dead Idolls, but them 
that arc the faithſull meſſengers of Gods word, and utter 
and declare the ſame. Againe, they are called the Angels 
of the Churches, becauſe they be Gods mcſlengers, 

Maſter Fox 1kewiſe in his Meditation upon the Reve- 
L:tion ( pag 7.9.17. ) is ofthis opinion, and hath gathered 
to our hands the opinions of all Interpreters he could 
- mect, and ſaith that they all conſcnt in this, That under 
the perſon of an Angcl, the Paſtors and Miniſters of the 
Churches were underſtood, Saint »Auin in his 132, E- 
piltlc, ſaith rhus 3, Sic enim in Apocalypfi legitur eAngelus, 
Cc. 21194 fe de Angelo ſuperiorum cxlorum, non dePrapoli- 
tis Ecclicharum veller intelli g4,007 canſequenter diceret habeo 
adverſum te, 5c. And fo in hisf{econd Homily upon the 
Revelation ( if that booke be his ) rod antem dicir Angelo 
Thyatire,habeo adverſum te pauca, dit Prapoſitis Eccle- 
flarum, &c. This alſo Gregory the Great, lib. 34. Moral. in 
Job cap. 4. Sepe ſacram ſcripturam . predicatores' Eccleſie, 
pro eo quod patris oloriam annuuciant, eAngelorum nomine ſo- 
lere deſignare : C+ hinc eſſe, quod Tohannes in eApocalypſi (eps 
tem Eccleſiis (cribens, Angclis Eccleſiarum loquitur,id eſt, 
Pradicatoribus populorum.
